is, and next year the committee will try to add a cage 
match in addition to the traditional matches. 

"We're already lining it up," said Koczera. The 
fair might be over, but there is no pause between fairs. 

Just as soon as Sunday night falls, the committee is 
already starting on next year's fair. 

It wasn't sunny for the fair for the entire weekend 
though, figuratively speaking. We all know how sunny it 
really was Saturday and Sunday and how stinking hot it 
felt. Koczera said the heat on those two days kept a lot of 
the crowd at home, in the shade, in their swimming pools, 
in their air-conditioned homes, and at the beach. 

"Saturday and Sunday were not so good," said 
Koczera. "So now we're in the process of asking, how bad 
did we do?

to make up for the loss caused by the heat because the 
committee wants to add even more fun events for the kids 
next year. The fair might not have a carnival or a midway, 
as Koczera pointed out, but the committee focuses on how 
to make the fair more fun each year without making it 
more expensive for the fairgoers. 

Despite the weather, the committee pulled off 
another great year for the Rochester Country Fair. The 
people on the committee, as well as the volunteers, said 
Koczera, are what make the fair what it is year after year. 
Some, Koczera mentioned, even take their vacations from 
work just so they can help out.

Watch Out for Baby Turtles!

Any day now, up and down the South Coast, 
hundreds of teensy baby turtles of different species - no 
bigger than a quarter - will emerge after weeks and weeks 
beneath the sun-warmed soil and make an adorable dash 
for their lives to their respective safety habitats. This 
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moment right after birth is the most vulnerable period 
for the turtles, with one in 100 hatchlings surviving into 
adulthood. The journey from nest to their nursery habitat 
is, says "Turtle Guy" Don Lewis, the most lethal challenge 
of a turtle's life. 

"For scores of predators, hatchlings are tasty and 
crunchy and, like potato chips," said Lewis, "you can't eat 
just one." 

And as for humans, Lewis points out that people 
are also a threat to the hatchlings. Not through intent or 
malice, but through ignorance and inattentiveness. 

"We run them over in driveways and roadways 
as they try to reach safety," said Lewis. "Lawn mowers 
become deadly killing machines." 

Some species of turtles in our region, like the 
eastern box turtle and the diamondback terrapin, are 
under threat for endangerment. However, with a little 
help from humans as the eggs begin to hatch, "Everyone 
can become a turtle hero," says Lewis. 

Many communities are restoring turtle habitats, 
like the one that Jenney Lane residents have created at 
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the cove in Marion. Some families are protecting the 
eggs throughout the spring and summer, watching out 
for predators. There are other small but important steps 
people can take right now that could help turn around the 
decline in turtle populations in the region. 

First, before you mow the grass, check the 
vegetation for tiny hatchlings struggling to get across the 
lawn. Also, before you pull in or out of your driveway, 
look to be sure there aren't any in your path. If you 
can't transport the turtle to a safe area out of sight from 
predators, Lewis and his turtle partner and wife. Sue 
Wieber Nourse, can help if you find a baby turtle during 
this hatching season. They recommend you call the Turtle 
Hotline at 508-274-5108. 

The turtle twosome say turtles are an important 
segment of the ecosystem. They are a signal system, living 
almost invisibly side-by-side with humans. 

"By observing trends in turtle populations, we 
learn about the health of our own natural habitats," 
said Lewis. "As populations decline, we know there's 
something amiss; something we need to address for our 
own health and safety." 

Lewis and Wieber Nourse refer to a first 
encounter with a gentle turtle in the wild as "a signature 
event" in many lives. A moment when a person is 
baptized, in a way, into an interest of the mysteries of 
nature. 

"The coming days offer a chance to engender 
that passion within a new generation of naturalists and to 
enrich our neighborhoods by preserving these important 
critters for our children's grandchildren," said Lewis. 

It isn't hard to be a turtle hero, Lewis says. "And 
it's one of the most rewarding gifts you can give your 
future self."

The application of floral scented lotions on 
her work-weary paws and claws gave her comfort. 

From the hours I spent tending to her feet, I 
could have been certified in all 50 states as a professional 
by the time I was 15. Instead, I was her in-home unpaid 
handmaiden, if you will, happily toting basins of warm 
water into the living room where she would soak her feet 
while watching her favorite TV program and smoking a 
Winston. 

For many years, keeping my toenails neat 
and tidy was good enough for me. Then I had my first 
pedicure. 

I'd like to say that I was a teenager or young adult 
when I first experienced a professional pedicure, but that 
wouldn't be the truth. Years ago, nail salons were foreign 
in our little patch. Big city hair salons may have offered 
this type of exotic service, but not our neighborhood 
hairdresser. Oh no, she cut hair, applied blue rinses to 
white hair, and gave the tightest permanent waves money 
could buy But taking care of nails was done at home. 

Today, our modern societies sport nail salons on 
every corner.

It would be almost obscene for me to describe the 
pleasure I felt as I plunged by tired dogs into a fragrant 
pool of softly bubbling warm water, dressed in a plush 
terry cloth robe several sizes too large, surrounded by 
aroma therapy, dim lights, and non-verbal attendants. 

Oh, the rapture divine. In that hour, I became a pedicure 
addict.

In my mother's later years, whenever I would 
visit her at the nursing home, we would often laugh at the 
money I spent having my feet professionally cared for.

New Technology Brings 
Efficiency to Tri-Town Police

A recent sizeable grant has brought the latest in 
fingerprinting technology to the three Tri-Town Police 
Departments, bringing efficiency to a number of aspects 
of police business, say the three chiefs. 
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The towns each received a grant from the 
Massachusetts Sex Offender Registry Board to purchase 
the latest in digital fingerprinting technology that will 
make fingerprinting easier to perform, more efficient, less 
messy, and more reliable. 

The advance fingerprint capture devices work 
entirely differently than the manual inking system. The 
five fingers of each hand are rolled across a glass plate and 
scanned and uploaded directly into the system. Under the 
old manual system, police departments used to send the 
ink fingerprinted cards thorough the mail to the Plymouth 
County Sheriff's Department and to the Mass State Police 
Department, and these cards were then forwarded to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation for county, state, 
and federal fingerprint checks. The processing time has 
been slashed considerably and, furthermore, the scanner 
confirms the quality of the fingerprints before sending 
them off, something Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee 
says is an important feature. 

"In the old days, we inked people's fingers," 
said Magee. Before, sometimes the inked prints would be 
sent off and later determined to be incomplete, partial, 
or smudged, rendering them unusable. "Once you'd 
fingerprint somebody and you get a bad print, you don't 
get another chance. . ." 

Magee said, before, an officer could have a 
suspect - with additional warrants unknown to the local 
police department - booked for an arrest of a minor 
infraction, released under the name given to the police, 
and probably never found again. But with prints scanned, 
saved to the database, and sent off electronically to the 
State Police and Sheriff's Office, that will no longer 
happen. 

The new technology has also helped out in 
various other departments, Magee said, including the 
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gun permit department. Since the arrival of the new 
fingerprinting machine, the backlog of gun permit 
applications has diminished significantly, said Magee, and 
the processing of prints for vendors and certain license 
holders licensed by the Town is more efficient. 

The machine was issued mainly for the use of 
the sex offender registry, with offenders having to re- 
register with their local police department on an annual 
basis, which includes photographing the offender and 
fingerprint matching. 

"Printing standards are up to the current level 
where they should be," said Magee. "It's a great piece of 
equipment. It's something we could not afford otherwise, 
with budgets and what they are these days." Magee called 
receiving the machine "a big windfall." 

Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons said gone 
are the old ink days in Mattapoisett as well. 

"It's a lot cleaner," said Lyons. "Very clean. So 
that's a good thing. And it's just more efficient." 

Now everything is uploaded from the system, 
said Lyons, so batches of fingerprints are cleaner, clearer, 
and easier to read. 

"It's a win-win for everybody," Lyons said. 

Marion Police Chief Lincoln Miller said Marion 
is also the recipient of the grant to purchase the new 
fingerprinting equipment. 

"We did have an older machine, but it died out 
so we had to go back to the old ink way of doing things," 
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said Miller. 

The system has not yet been established in 
Marion, Miller said, but the equipment has arrived and 
soon he and his officers will receive the required training. 
The machine will then be put online, and Marion will 
join Rochester and Mattapoisett in having the latest of 
fingerprinting technology available.

presumably of elderly residents, and identified herself 
as a "Community Nurse and Hospice Care" worker. 

The suspicious woman was wearing a tee shirt from 
this company, but Community Nurse and Hospice Care 
reported that no one matching the person's description 
worked at the company 

According to the Fairhaven Police Department, 
the suspect was asking elderly Fairhaven residents about 
which types of medication they are taking, and inquiring 
about the type of at-home care they received and if they 
lived alone. 

On August 17, the Mattapoisett Police 
Department received a similar report of a woman who 
fits the description also knocking on elderly Mattapoisett 
residents' doors. Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons 
said the report was from a third party, a daughter of an 
elderly Mattapoisett resident, who said the red-haired 
woman approached the resident near Church Street in 
Mattapoisett while out for a walk. Chief Lyons said there 
is an unconfirmed report of the woman having entered 
one house at one time. 

The unidentified female is described as having 
reddish, strawberry-blonde hair and a piercing in her chin 
and was seen driving either a white van or a dark SUV. 

Lyons urges residents to be vigilant and contact 
the police with any further information about the 
incidents or the suspicious woman. 

"Be alert, and certainly do not discuss anything 
with anyone coming to your door unless you're familiar 
with them," said Lyons. She added that these types of 
elderly care providers do not operate door-to-door in this 
manner. "Be extra alert, and please call the police right 
away . . . don't wait ... so we can respond and try to catch 
the person in the neighborhood." 

Increased Water and Sewer Rates Likely 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Imminent financial deficits and the uncertainty 
over the future of the town's sewer treatment facility are 
what drove the Marion Water Rate Study Committee 
to recommend on August 18 that the Marion Board of 
Selectmen adopt water and sewer rate increases for the

current fiscal year. 

The last time the Town raised the water and sewer 
rates was eight years ago back in 2007, when, at that time, 
the town committed to performing annual reassessments 
of the Town's water and sewer rates. 

"This year, regrettably, we will be making a 
recommendation for a rate increase," said Marion Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson. He said it was important 
to note: "Remember that this is actually three years later 
than we had predicted [rates would go up]." 

Most residents, Dawson noted, belong in the 
Tier I consumer group. The 2.5% increase, talking dollars 
and cents, translates into a $14 increase each billing cycle 
for an average residence of 2.5 people, based on average

water consumption. 

For water-only customers, the increase averages 
at $1.77 each billing cycle, and sewer-only customers 
would see an increase each cycle of about $12.22. 

"We will revaluate this every year," said Dawson. 

If the selectmen vote to adopt the new rates, then 
come September, Tier I water consumers will see their 
base water charge - the standard payment made by all 
water consumers - rise by 2.5% annually, beginning this 
fiscal year 2016, and continue to increase by 2.5% each 
following year through 2018. 

Tier II and III consumers will witness a 3% 
increase in the water rate, which will be adjusted further 
in the following years through 2018 by 15%. 

All sewer customers will witness a 2.5% increase 
in their sewer rate as well. 

As Dawson and the committee analyzed the 
numbers, the budget, and the projected shortfalls that 
would eventually amount to over $100,000 in sewer alone, 
they determined that the increase was necessary to keep 
both the water and sewer operations from falling too 
deeply into a deficit. 

The rate increases help cover the costs of 
maintenance, future improvements, and chemicals for 
water treatment; the rate increases do not, however, 
account for what Dawson called "the elephant in the 
room," the unknown result of the Town's National 
Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) permit

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that could result in an excess of $20 million in costs for the 
town. 

"Obviously, we'll have to raise rates accordingly/' 
said Dawson, once the Mass DEP issues a decision in the 
fall on whether or not it will allow the Town to explore 
alternative ways in which to comply with the strict 
environmental and pollution standards the DEP issued 
this year. 

Water consultant for the Town, John Gregory, 
explained how the committee extrapolated the data and 
determined the rate increase percentage. The bottom 
line, he said, was the surplus and deficit number and its 
propensity to plunge deeper into the negative over the 
next three years. 

After brainstorming, Gregory said the rate 
increases were the best way to even out the surplus and 
deficit number and come close to breaking even each 
subsequent year. 

"This was the best means that we could come up 
with," said Gregory. The way that is least problematic for 
the townspeople, Gregory stated, but still meets the needs 
moving forward. "And the NPDES permit is still out there 
looming. We don't know how this is going to work into 
this." 

Dawson emphasized that the Town has internally 
done its best in this situation, and he praised both the 
Water Rate Study Committee and the Department of 
Public Works.

"It's a great thing that we've been able to 
hold this off for a few years," said Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Stephen Cushing. "We're at a point where we 
have to do it." 

The board refrained from voting that evening 
in order to allow residents and interested parties to 
learn about the rate increases and voice their concerns 
and opinions during a special public meeting, which 
the selectmen scheduled for August 25 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Music Hall. 

Also pertaining to the Water Department, 

Dawson said recent water quality samples showed high 
amounts of chloroform at several drinking water source 
sites, resulting in a thorough chlorination of each of 
several water tanks. On August 14, resampling was done 
and chloroform results were high again. 

"Not e-coli," said Dawson. "Chloroform. This has 
never been a boil water situation." 

The positive results triggered three required 
subsequent retests. 

"And I'm happy to report, as of today, the results 
. . . came back and everything appears to be clean," said 
Dawson. 

Dawson said a detailed water quality report 
would soon be disclosed to the public in a formal press 
release. 

The next scheduled regular meeting of the Marion 
Board of Selectmen will be September 8 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Police Department conference room.

Members of the church appealed that plan, but finding 
no standing for the appeal, the Marion Zoning Board 
of Appeals denied the appeal. Meanwhile, church 
members and architect Bill Saltonstall had been working 
with Loranger on a plan more palatable to the church 
members; however, this plan then required a Special 
Permit, which the ZB A did grant on August 13. 

"My perception is . . . that the builder has, 
by right, a plan that he can do what he wants," said 
ZB A Chairman Eric Pierce. "He has worked with the 
neighbors. ... If we are to protect the town's interest, we 
ought to listen to the neighbors." 

Deeming the matter within the purview of the 
ZBA and saying the new plan was still slightly lessening

Parties Disagree Over Solar Escrow Amount

The developer of a proposed solar farm on August 
17 responded to Marion Planning Board Chairman 
Robert Lane's personal opinion that the decommissioning 
escrow amount should be $110,000 by calling the amount 
"somewhat unreasonable." 

Applicant Clean Energy Collective and engineer 
Bob Rogers suggested a $40,000 escrow amount, while 
another engineering firm recommended $50,000. Engineer 
John Novak, the peer review engineer for the Planning 
Board, also suggested $50,000, with separate amounts that 
would increase every seven years upon review.

Preserve is a gated country-club community nestled in the Bay Club. 
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"I believe we've complied with the bylaw," 
said developer Greg Carey, referring to the $40,000 
estimate and the independent engineer's estimate. "But 
for the purpose of trying to resolve the issue, we would 
be willing to work on a number that is somewhere in 
between $40,000 and $50,000." 

Lane said he would not hear that number, and 
pointed specifically to one detail of the estimate - salvage 
of the materials in the case of abandonment. 

"I'm not prepared to move from [$110,000] unless 
I get really strong reasons why," said Lane. "Salvage is 
all speculative. We have to look at the cost of seven years 
from now."

resolved that evening. 

"To go from fifty to one-hundred is somewhat 
unreasonable," said Carey. 

Stormwater waiver issues were left unresolved as 
well, although Rogers explained that the drainage design 
has been modified in order to avoid certain Mass DEP 
regulations, to which Rogers was seeking a waiver. 

The issue, which pertains to the grade of the site 
relative to seasonal high of groundwater, was resolved 
according to Rogers, who explained that the design has 
changed so that the east basin is at the existing grade 
of the land, and the system was reclassified as a "dry 
extended detention basin," which no longer applied to 
some aspects of the DEP regulations. For water recharge, 
Rogers added an over 200 square-foot rock-filled trench. 

Novak disagreed with Rogers over the alterations, 
and Novak insisted upon the DEP's 2-foot above 
groundwater minimum as opposed to the 1-foot above 
groundwater waiver Rogers sought. Novak insisted 
Rogers' 1-foot waiver request for the system was over 
1-foot, more like 1.1 or 1.2 feet, which would require a 
waiver for a different amount. 

Rogers visually appeared perplexed as he went 
over the details again with the board and Novak, but the 
two engineers did not reach common ground. 

"What I'm trying to do is protect the board," said 
Novak. "If they requested an incorrect variance then it's 
not good for anybody." 

Lane asked the two engineers to meet at a later 
time to discuss the matter and resolve the disagreement 
before the next meeting. 

Also during the discussion, Rogers provided the 
board with the reassurance it requested during its last 
meeting that would demonstrate that no houses could be 
built within 100 feet of the solar energy facility. Rogers 
presented the board with a signed letter from the property 
owners stating they would not later subdivide their 
remaining 23 acres of their land for the duration of the 
solar farm. He also presented an aerial photo of the site 
and a map detailing the locations of wetlands not viable 
for development to further prove that no houses could be 
built in the future inside the 100-foot setback.

Solar Farm Poises for ConCom Approval

With multiple jurisdictional authorities between 
two different towns to contend with, it appeared on 
August 12 that the Clean Energy Collective solar farm

slated for the Clemishaw Property off Tucker Lane might 
have satisfied the Marion Conservation Commission's 
concerns, and will now wait for final ConCom approval 
once the project clears the Planning Board. 

During their July 19 meeting, the commission 
requested some minor specifications on the plan and a 
written vegetation management plan for the wetlands 
at the site. Since then, environmental consultant for the 
project Mark Arnold devised the management plan and 
also indicated on the plan the 15-foot "no touch" zone as 
well as the 30-foot "no build" zone as requested. 

Taller trees within the area of wetlands will be 
lopped down to 10 feet in height, with the trunk and roots 
left intact. Since the last meeting, the project went before 
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for More than 25 Veers 
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Louis P- Kenyon, HMD 
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the Rochester Planning Board again, which resulted in 
the shrinking of the impact area, minimizing grading 
in that area. Also, a line of shrubs has been added on 
the Rochester side to aid in screening the Mary's Pond 
direction. 

As for a vegetation management plan, mowing 
will occur every six weeks, careful to avoid rainy weather 
so mower wheels will not disturb the earth at the site. The 
field, overall, will be left as-is, with selective tree pruning 
around the perimeter to keep the length of the trees low 
enough to prevent shadowing on the solar arrays. 

"We want to minimize effort to have to get 
in there and keep it clear," said Bob Rogers of G.A.F. 
Engineering. 

The applicant requested a continuation until 
August 26, hoping to secure Marion Planning Board 
approval by that date. 

In other matters, the commission was reluctant 
to issue a full Certificate of Compliance to Bill Langone 
of 35 Holly Road after a site visit revealed the existing 
timber walkway exceeded the scope of its original plan 
from decades ago with about 15 to 20 additional feet 
of walkway extending out over the water on a float. 
Conservation Commission Chairman Norman Hills 
said the float required a Chapter 91 license from the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection. 

The next problem. Hills said, was improper and 
unapproved storage of the float during the offseason.

as reflected on overhead satellite imagery photos. Also, 
there is a tennis court on the site that Hills suspects is 
located within the wetlands. The age of the tennis court is 
unknown, although the commission deduced that it must 
be around 30 years old. 

The family that built the tennis court, said Hills, 
now wants to sell the property but cannot until the 
Certificate of Compliance is issued. 

Hills argued that although there might have 
been beach erosion over time since initial approval of the 
timber walkway, the floating walkway would still require 
a Chapter 91 license. 

After further discussion on the tennis court, 
commission member Stephen Gonsalves suggested the 
board refrain from "holding their (the property owners') 
feet to the fire" over the tennis court. 

"It was so long ago," said Gonsalves. "Thirty 
years is a long time. Things have changed." It may have 
even been built before the Wetlands Protection Act took 
effect, added Gonsalves. 

The commission did determine that any future 
improvements or repairs to the tennis court would require 
a filing with the ConCom. 

"These gray and sticky areas really frustrate 
me. They've really done nothing wrong. Rules and 
regulations have changed since then," said Gonsalves. 
"But the float . . . Let's give them a chance to let them 
rectify that." Gonsalves said he would hate to see the sale 
of the property fall through over a complete denial of the 
certificate. 

The commission decided to issue a partial 
Certificate of Compliance for the timber walkway only, 
excluding the float, and plans to send the property owner 
a letter informing him that any future work done on the 
tennis court would require Conservation Commission

Also during the meeting, the commission issued 
a negative determination for the eradication of three 
isolated areas of phragmites on Planting Island. The 
commission plans to use this action to destroy phragmites 
as a data point to determine effective measures to combat 
phragmites in the future. 

Lisa and Benjamin Procter of 69 East Avenue 
received a negative determination for the demolition of 
the rear portion of the existing single-family house and 
the addition of a second story, as well as a front entry 
porch all within 100 feet of a coastal bank. 

Roger Tenglin of 88 Indian Cove Road received 
a negative determination for the razing of 900 feet of 
an existing 14,000-square-foot structure, but a positive 
determination was added since the wetlands lines were 
not confirmed.

Valerie and Her Week of Wonders (1970). Starring Jaro- 
slava Schallerova and Helena Anyzova.

Grown-ups want to scare kids away from hav- 
ing sex too soon. Fairy tales are loaded with this agenda, 
and so are any fable-inflected movies about a young in- 
nocent's fearful introduction to adult sexuality — David 
Lynch's Blue Velvet, Phillip Ridley's The Reflecting Skin, 
Charles Laughton's Night of the Hunter, Neil Jordan's 
The Company of Wolves, Marielle Heller's current Diary 
of a Teenage Girl To this list we might add Jaromil Jires' 
Czechoslovakian surrealist gem Valerie and Her Week of 
Wonders, which shares with Stephen King's Carrie and 
John Fawcett's Ginger Snaps a certain menstrual dread: 
when the girl becomes a woman, blood flows, and not just 
the expected blood. 

Valerie, like the actress who played her at the 
time (Jaroslava Schallerova), is thirteen. She lives with 
her grandmother (Helena Anyzova) and pursues an odd 
relationship with a young man (Petr Kopriva) who may 
or may not be her brother. There is a horrid-looking vam- 
pire skulking around called the Polecat, and Grandmother 
seeks to sacrifice Valerie to him and become a vampire 
herself so as to gain eternal youth and get back together 
with her former lover, a repulsive priest who tries to 
molest Valerie. This bedtime story, with its knife-edged 
sexuality and nightmare logic, is decidedly not for chil- 
dren, though it uses what we would call adult themes to 
illustrate what children know instinctively anyway. 

The visuals are positively swollen with meta- 
phorical import, starting with the early image of a daisy 
dappled with blood. At one point, Valerie comes right 
out and says she's asleep and dreaming, but that just 
seems like a reassurance to the more insecure viewers in 
the audience. Why do we demand that everything in a 
movie, especially one as elliptical as Valerie, make literal 
sense? Sometimes a movie is a story; sometimes it's a song 
or a poem or a sketch. The story at the heart of Valerie is 
somewhat emotionally convoluted, premised as it is on 
yearning and dread. We may fear for Valerie, but she sel- 
dom fears for herself; she tells herself she's dreaming, and 
therefore none of this is "really happening" to her, but she 
also could be aware that she's in a fairy tale. 





One thing Valerie knows, that all children know 
and grown-ups wish they didn't, is that adults can't be 
trusted. This is why Grandmother is all too willing to 
sell her granddaughter's soul, and why the priest wants 
Valerie's body. The movie isn't saying anything as boring 
as "all grandmothers and priests are bad"; it's more that 
grown-ups have their own angels and demons, incom- 
prehensible to children on their side of the sexual equator. 
(In Lynch's Blue Velvet, adult male sexuality is likened to 
the chittering of chthonic insects.) To understand grown- 
up madness is to cross over into it forever and to lose the 
magic of childhood, symbolized perhaps by Valerie's en- 
chanted earrings, which she's always in danger of losing 
or having stolen from her. 

There's an awful lot to unpack here, and it's full 
of nightmarish supernatural creatures and bizarre human 
behavior. Sexuality here grins and feeds and infects. It 
drives adults crazy makes way for the sleep of reason that 
literally produces monsters. Valerie is a horror film, sort of, 
in that it touches on carnal terrors, but for Valerie herself 
it's all a strange but wonderful journey — hence Valerie 
and Her Week of Wonders, not Her Week of Trauma. The 
world surrounding Valerie is populated by corrupt men 
and weak women, who drain each other's lifeblood figu- 
ratively. Valerie hasn't quite entered that world yet; she 
sees it through a scrim created by being half in childhood 
and half in womanhood, so therefore she sees it as we see 
it through the film — jumbled and chaotic yet serenely 
menacing and darkly erotic. We see it all through Val- 
erie's unfrightened gaze. Like the best fairy tales, Valerie 
is voluptuously suggestive, a bit dangerous, and perfectly 
legible on its own subterranean terms.
